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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-6 and 11-13 have been indicated for allowance because the prior art 
fails to teach the entire combination of a method for detecting registering errors for 
multi-color rotary presses including the steps of using the first center of gravity as a 
basis point to find a second center of gravity as a high precision center of gravity of 
each register mark, using the second center of gravity of a predetermined register mark 
as a reference to find relative position of the second center gravity of any other register 
mark, finding deviations of the found relative positions from a predetermined reference 
relative position, and regarding the deviation as a registering error. 

Claims 7-10 have been indicated for allowance because the prior art fails to 
teach the entire combination of an apparatus for detecting registering errors for multi- 
color rotary press including a second center gravity for finding a second center of gravity 
as a high precision center of gravity based on the first center of gravity from the matrix 
data of each register mark and deviation calculating means for using as a reference the 
second center of gravity of a predetermined register mark to find relative positions of 
other register marks, and finding a deviation of the obtained relative positions from a 
predetermined reference position.
